It  look-  as  if  Benjamin  and  Martha  Callaway  in  the  Sorel  parish 
records  were,  if  no?  actually  Loyalists,  indifferent  to  the  American  cause. 
I  Benfamln.-whom  I  take  to  be  the  same-showed  up  in  St.  ^f^s^ 
Li  RnR  and  for  a  time  was  active  in  land  transactions  m  the  Towns  of 
Sdrid  and  l£bSn,™o  the  HE  of  Ogdensburg  and  perhaps  only  a  mile  back  from 
the  river. 

It  is  apparent  that  he  had  six  children,  as  *c«  an  the  enclosure. 
The  omission  of  his  ^.aret-s  to  he  ^^^-Tr".^.^ 
TtCirl  o°X,  roil  Honl  Pte  Son  (1806-186!;),  but  Breston's  o-ssion 

to  make  fwiU  produced'a  set  of  docuemnts  almost  beyond  compare  xn  genealogical 

annals .

The  distinction  between  Calloway  and  Gallaway  was  drawn  and  then 
insisted  upon  by  the  late  Dan  S.  Giffin,  Esquire,  oF  Ogdensburg,  who  was 
one  of  the  lesser  heirs  himself.       I  have  not  f-~und  it  corroborated  in  the 
court  files  but  it  may  hold  some  significance  for  us. 

At  least  as  early  as  1770,  there  were  Galloways  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Good  Will.  Orange  Cotlntv.  New  Y0rk — this  would 
be  in  the  general  area  of  Newburgh  and  West  Point.      An  unnamed  son  of 
John  Galloway  was  buired  there  1770;    another  son,  George,  was  baptized 
9^29-1771.     ^§LTX  Galloway  ^-17-1813  m.  Henry  Brars  at  the  G00d  Will 
Church. 

A  James  and  a  John  Galioway  were  in  the  New  Tork  (rebel)  troops 
during  the  Revolution,  Orange  and  Ulster  Counties:    see  New  York  in  the 
Revolution,  2nd  edition,  pp.  21,         6^,  192,  253. 

A  George  Galloway  in  17U8  witnessed  the  will  of  James  Kerr  in 
the  Scotch-Irish  Presbyertain  community  of  Paxton  Township  (near  Harrisbuig), 
in  what  was  then  Lancaster  C0unty:    Lancaster  Co.  Will  Book  J-l,  p.  116,
